Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 8, 1 0, 1 5- 1 7, 1 9 and 3 1 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

3. As per claims 8, 10, 15-17, 19 and 31 which recite a method for protecting a digital signal 
comprising the steps of providing the digital signal and file format information defining how the 
signal is encoded, Creating a predetermined key to manipulate the digital signal wherein the 
predetermined key comprises a plurality of mask sets and a public and a private keypair and 
manipulating the digital signal using the predetermined key to generate a permutation of the 
digital signal parameterized by the file format information. Nadan (US-5 142576) discloses a 
system for securely providing restricted video information having an encoder for transmitting 
selected update data with respective keys. Nadan does not teach the key for manipulating the 
digital signal comprises a plurality of mask sets and a public and private key pair as recited by 
the instant claims.
